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ROAD TEST: TRIUMPH BONNEVILLE TI20R 


When we picked up the “Triumph 
T120R, it already had over 2,000 miles 
of merciless flogging under its valve 
covers, most of which was delivered by 
an admittedly merciless group of 
magazine researchers. Although the 
Bonneville seemed a bit weary of the 
abuse, primarily in the gearbox, it never 
let us down. 

Way-back-when, the Triumph was the 
original superbike. It would beat 
anything a red light could stack against 
it, cruise all day at speeds only legal in 
Nevada, and it sounded tuff. In short, it 
was the American male’s answer to his 
never-ending search for Badass 
Superstud Identity. 

With the advent of the super-smooth 
Honda Four, the less expensive 
Kawasaki Mach 3 rocketship, and the 
copycat Yamaha XS1, the prominence 
of the Bonneville seemed to fade. So 
little was being done to make Triumph 
competitive with the new Orientals, that 
it seemed destined to die, 

Why does the Bonneville still exist 
then? Well, emotional as it may seem, 
there is nothing quite like it. 


After picking up the bike, a half-hour 
jaunt will allow you to adapt to the 
old-style- shifting. Remember when you 
were sweet 16 and talked a friend into 
letting you ride his Bonneville on the 
freeway? A mindblower, it went so fast. 
We cracked the throttle a couple of 
times im third gear in 1972. It 
accelerated nicely, but not with the 
same thrill as the ‘65s. A well-tuned 350 
two-stroke twin seems to go better. 

After riding it for awhile we got off 
to watch it leak. For the past few years 
every British twin test has read, 
“hotdog! England finally has it all 
together. Our bike didn’t leak a bit, 
unlike last year’s.” Year after year they 
say that. 

Well, ours didn’t leak, but it wept like 
crazy, and no doubt it will leave a 
puddle with time. First thing, the right 
fork seal wept. Then the left one joined 
in. Then a bit trickled down the oil 
reservoir in the frame. After topping up, 
the gas cap leaked. Eventually all the 
seams on the cases became covered with 
dirt-collecting oil. Grease wept out of 
the wheel bearings. But, like a 
house-broken puppy, it never stained 
the carpet. Give it time and it will, 
though. If oil leakage bothers you, you 
haven’t enough soul to own a Triumph. 

The worst thing about this particular 
Bonneville, by far, was the transmission. 
This was the grumpiest transmission in 
the world. Pull in the clutch and drop it 
in first. Crunch. Shift into second. 
Grind. Try third. Grind, crunch. Now 
fourth. Varooooom! Oops, missed a 
shift. The Triumph mechanics said the 
bum trans was caused by one magazine 
guy who liked to run it for hours on end 
on a roadracing course and another 
liked to cook it down the quarter 
gawd-knows-how-many-times. The 
tranny was not built for speedshifting of 
any sort, and after all that abuse it went 
on strike completely. Now you have to 
shift before you get to 4,000 rpm, use a 
good deal of pressure, and make sure 
that sucker is in gear. Once we stuck it 
into a corner at 50 while tapping it into 
second. Halfway through the turn it 
backed out of gear while the side stand 
was scraping, nearly putting us to rest. 
After that incident we rudely stamped it 
into gear, for keeps. 

Here are some other things that went 
wrong. The electrics went off like 
fireworks. The speedo light never 
worked and the tach light sort of 
blinked at will..(This was because of a 
poorly“designed connection that could 
be easily fixed.) First night the low 
beam of the headlight punched out, and 


- a few nights later, while on the freeway, 


the high beam followed suit. A turn 
indicator bulb blew, The trip meter 
stopped working and at one point even 
went backwards. The oil pressure idiot 
light didn’t work when the oil was low. 
Boo. 

In fairness, it cost less than a good 
breakfast to repair these items, except 
for the oil pressure light and trip meter. 

The clutch cable broke, a common 
malady for Triumph. When we bought a 
new one there was a guy standing in line 
with the same problem. And the dealer 
had plenty in stock, at a reasonable 
price. Changing the clutch cable is a 
ten-minute operation, if you take your 
time. That’s thoughtful engineering..... 

One more bitch. Some joker with a 
poor sense of humor decided to give the 
studly Bonneville a feeble-sounding 
horn, Bleet, bleet. And you have to take 
your hand off the throttle to work it.

Well, why gripe any more about the 
electrics. We'll just say they’re Lucas 
and let it go at that. 


We put over 1800 miles on the 
Bonneville and never had to fool with 
the motor once. In fact, all we ever did 
to it was add two quarts of oil, adjust 
and lube the chain a couple of times, 
(there’s no automatic oiler), synch the 
carbs occasionally, and pull the air 
cleaners once just to see what it was like 
to pull the air cleaners. It was easy. 

The power band is spot on. Once the 
Bonneville came on the cam it was a 
blessed joy. The surge of power made 
your voice deeper and your chest 
hairier. Freudians, take note. The broad 
torque curve made wheelies and dirt 
slides easy. Fireroading is a gas on the 
Bonneville. It’s just the bike to ride 
home from a half mile. 

Handling was very good which should 


come as no surprise. Although 
inherently heavy the Bonneville could 
be thrown deeply into corners with 
plenty of confidence, The bike could be 
driven harder on right turns, until the 
footpeg and mufflers touched down 
simultaneously. On left turns, the going 
was spookier since the centerstand 
kicker-downer would get in the way 
before you could start having fun. A 
Paul Smart let-it-hang-off cornering 
style helps. With two up, the center 
stand touches down on even moderate 
turns, as our white-knuckled 
pillion-worthy tester Sandra will tell 
you. 

While cornering hard, the front end 
will try to shake its head under certain 
conditions. It is annoying. We could 
alleviate part of the problem by 
increasing the preload on the rear 
shocks. Playing with fork oils might 
cure the rest. 





Triumph has been using Dunlop K70s 
on both front and rear for some time. 
We were wary of this at first but they 


worked out better than we had 
anticipated. The compound on the 
English Dunlops is superior to that of 
the Japanese, by the way, which is one 
thing to take into consideration. One 
advantage of the universal tread design 
becomes apparent on the California 
freeways, where those new-fangled rain 
grooves can be found. One test rider 
followed a motorcycle with ribbed-type 
tires and watched it shake and shimmy 
all over the lanes. The Triumph was 
un-fazed by the grooves. Frame 
geometry helped, too. 

Wonder why they don’t have disc 
brakes for it. C’mon, Triumph, if you’re 
gonna win races with ‘em put ‘em on 
the bikes you sell. 

At low speeds the brakes that come 
with the Bonneville are adequate,

fade-proof, and have feel that borders 
on the sensuous. Above 70, they are 
pitiful. Back pressure from the exhaust 
is nearly equal to the braking force at 
high speeds. The conical hubs are a nice 
touch otherwise. Keeps the ol’ unsprung 
weight down, y’see. 

Starting is easy. First kick, even when 
cold. And it will idle as soon as you 
start it, even when cold. Just give both 
Amals a shot of brew, free the plates, 
and give it an easy downstroke. We even 
had a girl do it without any problems. 
(No offense, Ti-Grace.) 

The crossover pipe on the exhaust 
system looks trick and is. Triumph likes 
to say it increases mid-range torque, 
which is true. But the real reason 
Triumph engineers put it on was to take 
some of the bite out of the exhaust 
note, The sound of the 1972 Bonneville 
was perfect. Loud enough for all to hear 
but sweet enough to offend no one. 

When we first noticed that the footpegs 
didn’t fold we were a bit concerned. We 
discovered the value of non-folding 
footpegs, however, when a staff member 
found one of the many Signal Hill oil 
slicks one night. The rear end went out 
of line like a manevolent god had given 
it a whack with the back of his hand. 
After it had come to earth we found 
that the footpeg had broken the fall, 
thereby protecting other odds and ends 
like the turn signals, Bending the 
footpeg back was easy. 

This year tank knee pads are out. The 

“same old Triumph gold is there. 
Pinstripes. The air cleaner covers are 
overstyled with fake louvers. The 
mufflers look like custom jobs. 
Everything is well-appointed, 
comfortable, and functional. The front 
end, the toughest part to design with a 
clean look, is well done. Of particular 
note is a chrome bent-wire bracket that 
mounts the headlight to the forks. On 
paper such an item woulds seem to be 
an esthetic disaster, but it looks simply 
beautiful: Whoever thought that one up, 
congratulations. 

It’s an around-town bike, however, 
and not a tourer. You can’t get enough 
miles out of the tank. (It will barely get 
40 miles to the gallon and the tank 
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holds just over three of them), the 

saddle could stand to be more 

comfortable, the brakes won’t stop you 

well enough at speed, and the sez ating 

position, excellent for slower speeds, is 

just wrong when you are up against a lot 
of wind, 

Still, the Bonneville is a good bike, a 
legend in its own time perhaps, and a 
bike every enthusiast should have at his 
disposal for at least one Sunday 
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You feel neat on a Bonneville. Hanging off the seat will give a bit more ground clearance. 


afternoon. Good things happen to folks 
who ride Bonnevilles. Fellows walk up to 
you just before you fasten your helmet 
and want to talk about motorcycles, 
friendly-like. Girls will stop at red lights 
two car-lengths short to tell you your 
blinker is on or something, so they can 
get a chance to talk to you. And you'll 
get to hear the 40-inch twin sing along 


with the pavement as you flick it 
through some esses on a twisty road. 





In a_ paragraph, the Triumph 
Bonneville is an outstanding 
around-town middleweight, cafe cruiser, 
and mountain-road racer. As a tourer 
there are better choices. Its not the 
fastest nor the best-handling, 
best-stopping, nor the cheapest (about 
$1500 plus tax, etc.). But because it’s a 
Triumph, somehow it’s all you’ll ever 
really need. ~

ON THE TRAIL 

The California Recreational Trails 
Committee is charged with the 
responsibility of ` coordinating and 
developing trails systems throughout the 
State. It has long been a bastion of 
strength for the equestrians only 
because those groups are organized and 
make their demands known to the 
Committee in public testimony. Your 
full page notice on AB 2342, tells the 
cyclist what he has to do to register, but 
it does not tell him what he has to do to 
obtain these parks and trails in his area. 

One of the most important things is 
organization, preparation of maps, 
coordination with the County Planning 
Commission: and lastly having the trails 
adopted into the County’s master plan. 
Once AB 2342 gets rolling, the Counties 
will be entitled to 50% of the 
Off-Highway Vehicle Trust funds for 
these purposes and it will be on a first 
come first serve basis. (County provides 
25% — Off-Highway Vehicle Trust Fund 
75%). The Counties of Southern 
California, having the largest population 
of motorcyclists, should begin to 
develop their plans now so that they 
may have first crack at the matching 
money of AB 2342 when it becomes 
available. Representatives of off-road 
user groups may be interested in 
attending the Recreational Trails 
Committee meeting to get some insight 
into the problems of setting up trail 
systems and parks in California. 

I have invited the Directors of Parks 
and Recreation from the Counties of 
Los Angeles, Orange, San Bernardino, 
Riverside and San Diego to present their 
plans to the Trails Committee for 
implementing AB 2342, Whether any of 
these people attend is still up for grabs. 
In any event, I think it would be good if 
representatives from some. of the 
motorcycle groups, off-road vehicle 
groups and others interested in ORV 
activities would attend the Trails 
Committee meeting. 

The Trails Committee is returning to 
Los Angeles this fall to hold hearings to 
develop criteria for the establishment of 
State Mechanical Parks. ORV people 
can also at this time testify if desired 
concerning their ideas on trails and 
parks. Any presentations made should 
be well thought out containing positive 
ideas, not complaints about past 
treatment, I am not looking to pack a 
meeting ‘hall with bodies, but for 
positive ideas to influence — the 
Committee. Any thoughts you may 
have on the attendance of any of these 
people at the Committee hearing would 
be appreciated. 

The Committee will begin ‘taking 
public testimony 1:30 p.m. May 18, 
1972 continuing through May 19, 1972 
until all persons are heard. If at all 
possible written copies of the testimony 
should be given to Committee members 
at the hearing.

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California’s helmet law 
is almost a reality

The thought of ‘becoming involved’ will turn a bunch of you off...but isn’t a half 
hour of your time right now worth more than the hassle from the law in the future? 

In just one half hour, you can protect your motorcycling future by writing three 
simple letters. But you must.do it NOW and none of us can afford to “let George do 
it”. 
CALIFORNIA MANDATORY HELMETS — AB 744 

Assemblyman Craig Biddle (District 74: Riverside County) is sponsoring AB 744, 
the bill which requires mandatory helmets for motorcycle operators and passengers. 
This bill was approved by the Assembly Transportation Committee on Thursday, 
April 20th, and passed by the entire Assembly with one vote to spare, on May 2. 

Now AB 744 passes to the Senate for hearing by the Senate Transportation 
Committee. If approved in that committee, the bill will go to the Senate Floor for 
voting action by the entire Senate. If approved by the Senate, AB 744 will be sent to 
the Governor for signature. 

We have three opportunities to stop AB 744 from becoming law. They are: 

1. Write to your own Senator explaining why you object to a mandatory helmet 
law. Ask him to vote NO on AB 744, 

2. Write to Governor Reagan asking him to VETO AB 744 if it should be approved 
by the Senate. Briefly explain your reasons, ;

The Assembly Transportation Committee is comprised of fifteen members. It 
requires eight votes to pass a bill before this committee. This is how your elected 
representatives voted on AB 744:

*NOTE: Assemblyman McCarthy was absent during most of the 
hearing and was not present when the vote was taken. His vote in favor 
of mandatory helmets was ‘by proxy’. Assemblyman Gonsalves was 
absent during part of the hearing and was not present when the vote 
was taken. Assemblyman Bee was at home, sick in bed, 

When the vote was taken, AB 744 had only seven YES votes. 
Assemblyman Biddle was allowed time to ‘locate’ another YES vote. 

After nearly an hour, Assemblyman Biddle returned with Assemblyman 
Gonsalves, who stated that he wished to make it quite clear that he 
personally opposed AB 744 but that Assemblyman Bee (who was home 
in bed), had telephoned him and asked him to cast his vote, as a 
courtesy, in favor of the bill. This action on Assemblyman Gonsalves’ 
part, gave Assemblyman Biddle the vote he needed for approval of the 
bill. Had Assemblyman Gonsalves refused to cast the ‘courtesy vote’, 
the mandatory helmet bill would have been scrapped. You might ask 
yourself these questions: 

1. How can a person who has not listened to the arguments, pro and 
con, decide on a measure as important to his constituents as this? 

2. If a person really, truly opposed such a measure would he honestly 
cast the deciding vote, even as a courtesy, when it was against his 
purported personal feelings? 

MANDATORY LIGHTS-ON IN CALIF. 

Senator Donald L. Grunsky (District 17: Monterey, San Benito, San Luis Obsipo, 
and Santa Cruz Counties) is sponsoring SB 126, one of two mandatory motorcycle 
headlight bills. The other, AB 194, is sponsored by Assemblyman Ernest La Coste 
(District 30: San Joaquin and Stanislaus Counties). 

We have reported on these bills on several occasions, and because some of you 
cared enough to write letters in protest, both bills have been amended. Originally, 
both required that all motorcycles would be required to have their headlamps lighted 
at all times of operation. The amended versions of these bills now require only that, 
“every motorcycle manufactured and first registered on and after January 1, 1975, 
to be equipped with at least one and not more than two headlamps which 
automatically turn on when the engine of the motorcycle is started and which remain 
lighted as long as the engine is running.” 

This amended version may sound to you as though it isn’t too bad. But, believe me 
it still has its drawbacks. For example, how can a manufacturer predetermine 
whether you are going to operate your motorcycle on the highways or in the dirt? In 
many cases, he can’t! So, his only recourse is to install headlamps and lighting 
systems on every motorcycle he produces. Guess who will pay the extra cost of 
unwanted equipment? 

Probably the most obnoxious aspect of the amended bills, is that Senator Grunsky 


is saying in essence that the motorcyclist is too stupid to turn his headlight on, 
theretore we must insure that motorcycles are idiot-proof! 

So, my fellow “idiots,” do you intend to take this lying down, or are you going to 
get involved? 

AB 194 has not yet been heard, but should be coming up before the Assembly 
‘Transportation Committee very shortly. SB 126 has been approved by the Senate 
Transportation Committee and the full Senate, and will soon be heard before the 
Assembly Transportation Committee. Your course of action is: 

1. Write to your own Assemblyman explaining why you object to AB 194 and SB 
126. 

2. Write to Governor Reagan asking him to VETO AB 194 and SB 126 if they 


` should be approved by the legislature. 


And, if you really want to help our cause, write letters to each member of the 
Assembly Transportation Committee listed above, and ask them to vote NO on AB 
194 and SB 126. 

COMMENTS ON SENATE HEARING 

As mentioned earlier, SB 126 was heard before the nine-member Senate 
Transporation Committee on Monday, April 17th. Three groups appeared in support 
of the mandatory headlight bill: the California Highway Patrol, the Auto Club of 
Southern California, and the Parent Teacher’s Association. Yep, that’s right! The 
P.T.A. 

Well, I for one have torn up my P.T.A. card and have served notice on the P.T.A. 
that they are no longer to call upon me for financial support or any of the other 
projects which I have performed and aided them with in the past. If I lived in 
Southern California, I would also give the Auto Club a share of my mind. I would 
certainly drop my membership in any organization which séeks to curtail my 
pleasure and recreation. 

Incidentally, the voting upon SB 126 by the Senate Transportation Committee 
(listed above) was: 

FOR mandatory headlights: Senators Carrell, Holmdahl, Kennick, Mills, Schrade, 
and Walsh. 

AGAINST mandatory headlights: Senators Marks and Roberti. 

ABSENT: Senator Whetmore. 

TRY IT — YOU'LL LIKE IT! 

Well, that is enough bad news for this week. If you give a damn about 
motorcycling, get busy and write those letters NOW. It will be much easier if you do. 
And don’t use the excuse that you don’t know the names of your Assemblyman and 
Senator. They were printed on Page 3 of Cycle News before last (May 2, 1972) and 
you were advised to save the list. Or call your local city hall to ask who represents 
your district. 

When you write to your elected representatives, you might advise them that you 
are receiving reports on how they vote in matters which pertain to you. You might 
also want to ‘keep score’ on the vital issues. Remember that Primary Elections are 
only a month away, and every Assemblyman and half of the Senators are up for 
re-election, It only seems prudent to put your support behind the man who supports 
you, and vice versa. 

IMPORTANCE OF LETTERS 

You have no doubt seen comments from other persons questioning the importance 
of writing letters to your elected representatives. | don’t want to discredit these 
persons, but until they come to Sacramento and ‘work’ the Capitol day-after-day, 
they ought to withhold their opinions, Take it from someone who knows, letters do 


count in a big way! 


The few letters that have been written were sufficient to have the mandatory 
headlight bill amended. Just think what a flood of letters would do to the mandatory 


helmet legislation!

ON SURVIVAL 

Fanatics are fond of an idea that goes 
something like, if you aren’t willing to 
die for — (political belief, religion, 
freedom, the right to bear arms, etc.) 
then you don’t deserve it, whatever it 
might be. In practice this generally 
comes down to a situation where you, 
the convert, die for the fanatic’s belief. 
But like all such things, there is an 
element of truth in the statement, 
which is what makes it possible to sell in 
the first place. The truth in this case is 
that if you look like a push-over, 
somebody who wants your spot will 
push you over. A non-fanatic adopts a 
prudent attitude: He tries to give the 
impression that he’s not a push-over, 
but if it appears that he’s going to get 
killed for his effort, he yields, at least 
temporarily. 

We motorcyclists are currently in a 
spot that many beligerent people want. 
For some reason we look like 
push-overs, and we are being threatened 
on every side. If you are a road rider, 
there are roads that cars may use that 
you may not. Practically every state in 
the Union has some form of 


discriminatory law requiring you to 
wear a helmet, keep your headlight on, 
keep your handlebars below or above a 
certain height etcetera ad nauseum, If 
you’re a.dirt rider, things are even 
worse. Some counties, notably Riverside 
and San Bernardino, seem to have 
declared war on us, even to the point of 
employing helicopter gunships. 
Currently we can ride on some lands 
that are owned by the Federal 
Government, but most all parks and 
state owned lands are closed to us. Why 
should we not have some motorcycle 
trails in Griffith Park? In O’Neil Park? 
In Yellowstone Park? If you accept the 
principle that horses are holier than 
trailbikes, why don’t you ride a horse? I 
don’t. I think that every place a horse is 
allowed, a trailbike rider should also be 
allowed unless it can be clearly shown 
that the cyclist will produce damage and 
the horse will not. 

Our troubles are in large measure our 
own fault. As the last of the rugged 
individualists, we don’t want to write 
dumb letters to dumb politicians. We 
don’t want to know the meaning of

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The speeds that the faster bikes turned 
at Daytona this year has been the 
subject. of much discussion and, 
increasingly, much criticism. The critics 
say that 170 mph is eventually going to 
do someone in. This is probably true. At 
the moment only top riders on 
machines meticulously perpared by ace 
factory mechanics and engineers had 
been flinging themselves around at these 
speeds. But when the privateer attempts 
to keep the pace in order to stay 
competitive, it’s going to get awfully 
hairy. The privateers won’t have the 
same kind of money to put into the 
machines and may have to cut some of 
the comers around safety. Furthermore, 
a lot of privateers are just not in the 
same league in terms of riding ability as 
the factory troop-smokers. The natural 
answer would seem to be to limit 
displacement. The AMA is going to be 
quite reluctant to do so after past 





experiences. A few years back they were * 


thinking of dropping the limit to 
350cc’s, but everybody and their kid 
who raced minis jumped on their back. 
“No one will come watch a race like 
that! Little, slow bikes will bore them! 
It will kill the sport!” So the AMA 
sighed and a while later raised the limit 
to 750. It’s true; a bunch of 100 
horsepower machines howling off the 
banks with the ground shaking is a hell 
of a spectacle, and more people will pay 
their money to see it. The AMA is in a 
bind. Perhaps, though, the Juniors could 
be limited somewhat. 500cc’s wouldn’t 
be an unreasonable limit. Maybe a 
formula-type set-up could be arranged. 
750cc four strokes and 500cc two 
strokes, for example. But something 
should be done before there’s 
hamburger on the highway. The bikes 
are going to get faster, and more people 
with less ability are going to buy or 
build them. Your terminal velocity if 
you jump out of an airplane is only 180 
mph.

Poor Suzuki is having a heck of a time 
winning a National road race. They 
should have had Daytona, but tire 
problems put them out. Then at Atlanta 
they won but were disqualified for 
having illegal cylinder heads on their 
water-cooled three-cyclinder 750's. We 






talked to Paul Garnett at U.S. Suzuki 
about it. AMA rules atate that you can 
modify cylinders anyway that you like 
as long as you use the same material and 
number of ports as the production 
items. However, you can’t change the 
heads too much. You have to modify 
the production item. The problem that 
Suzuki faced, Garnett told us, was water 
cooling. Water cooling has many 
advantages, but it has sticky points too. 
Once the cylinders were modified with 
the ports moved around (all very 
proper) the water cooling jackets on the 
cylinders and heads no longer lined up. 
A few minor casting changes were all 
that was needed, so that’s what Suzuki 
did. Uh-uh, said the AMA. So now the 
monster threes are in the shop with a 
bunch of puzzled engineers who are 
trying to figure out how to get the stock 
heads un-stock enough to fit on the 
trick barrels. Did Suzuki expect to have 
the bikes ready for the next National 
roadie? “We don’t know yet,” said 
Garnett. “They may only run ten 
minutes with the new heads.” Suzuki 
will be sure when a 750 triple finishes a 
National.

~— SHAMROCKS’ 
SWEEPSTAKES 
ENDURO

ANGELES FOREST, CALIF., May 7, 


1972 — “You wouldn’t believe all the 
hassle we went through to put on this 
run....”” That was the opening line in the 


instruction sheet that came with your 
riding number when you entered the 
Shamrock’s Sweepstakes Enduro. The 
reason for the hassle was simple: The 
Shamrocks decided to put on the 
enduro in the Angeles National Forest 
and this just hasn’t been done for a 
long, long time. 








Ten or 15 years ago motorcyclists 
used the forests around Los Angeles 
extensively, but with new regulations 
including the necessity to license the 
bike and install a spark arrestor, 
motorcyclists simply moved to the 
unrestricted desert. Lately, however, 
there have been more restrictions on the 
desert and clubs have been pushed 
farther and farther away from their Los 
Angeles base. Last year the Shamrocks 
felt they had been pushed far enough 
and it was time for a return, They had 
to start from scratch, 

The entire run was laid out in the 
forest directly north of the 
Glendale-San Fernando area and at one 
point the run passed within five miles of 
the town of San lernando. The starting 
point, a. small camp area called 
Kentucky Springs, was less than an 
hour’s drive from Los Angeles. The run 
included something for everybody 
including good pavement, fire road, 
broken,abandoned-road asphalt, 
desert-like trails, mountain cliff-hanger 
trails and best of al some 
honest-to-gosh forest trails. With trees. 

Loop One was a whopping 69.2 miles 
long with an emergency gas stop at 53 
miles. It started with 26 miles of fire 
road which took the riders over to 
Magic Mountain and a steep downhill 
trail, We were gradually working our 
way over to Pacoima Canyon which 
would lead to one of the best trails to 
be found around here. This trail, which 
has no name that I can discover, was 
once a jeep or wagon trail. It crossed 
back and forth, over a rocky-bottomed 
creek and winds torturously up to an 
abandoned forest service camp. The 
schedule up here was slow — only 8 
mph — and many riders hit the check at 
the head of the trail somewhat hot. 
They cooled off in a hurry though. Just 
beyond the check the trail climbed out 
of the canyon and there were a couple 
of obstacles. An earth slide had taken 
the trail out at one point and a couple 
of huge trees had fallen across it. The 
Shamrocks dug the trail out from 
beneath the earth slide and made it 
possible to go under one of the trees. 
The other tree we had to go over and it 
was a time consuming affair. There were 
about 50 riders waiting for a shot at it 
when I arrived. 

After the tree there was a lot of good 
fast road to make up time but for many 
of us, there was too much time lost to 
make up. The Shamrocks had allowed 
for about a 10 minute time loss at that 
point, but it turned out to be more like 
20 minutes, which couldn’t be made up. 

Some of the Northern clubs could 
learn something from the Shamrocks gas 
stop. They had all the gas cans arranged 
in order and several club members to act 
as pit crew. I got one of the fastest pit 
stops I’ve ever had! 

After another 20 miles of fire road 
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` and a quick lunch we started on the 


shorter afternoon section. About. 10 
miles of desert-like trail eventually gave 
way toa sharply climbing trail up to the 
Nike base. This trail was lined with 
Spring flowers and was quite beautiful 
to ride. 

We had gone through the military 
base on the morning loop and we had to 
go through it again on the afternoon 
section. It was an enforced 5 mph speed 
limit with disqualification for anyone 
speeding. This was one of the 
Shamrocks’ major hassles. The guys who 
are playing soldier up there didn’t want 
us riding through, even though the 
Forest Service owns the land! Afraid we 
might be spies or something, I guess. 
The Shamrocks finally found the 
commanding officer and got permission 
to cross and secured the keys to a 
couple of gates that the military keeps 
locked. 

After we passed through the military 
reservation, we turned right instead of 
left as we had in the morning and had 
nine miles of good pavement up to Mill 
Creek Summit. Anybody for road racing 
on knobby tires? Lets see now, 9 miles 
at 24 mph should take 22.5 minutes. 
How fast do I have to go to make up 10 
minutes? Hmmm. 

The object in going to Mill Creek 
Summit was to get on an abandoned 
power line road that paralleled the 
Angeles Forest Highway about 1000 
feet above it. That road was washed out 
in sections, had logs across it, was 
strewn with rocks and was scary as the 
devil. Several riders went off of it and 
found the first step was ten feet down, 
and then it got steep. One guy’s bike 
slid down about 100 feet and since he 
could see the highway, he decided to 
ride it out. It didn’t take him long to 
find out that there were several good 
cliffs between himself and the highway. 
He’ll wind up taking the bike apart and 
packing it out on his back. To add to 
the fun on that trail there was a 
foot-high water bar every 100 feet or so. 
Super neat! Nothing like motocross 
jumps with nothing but space under 
your left handle bar for half a mile. 
Makes you feel like one of those 
ding-a-ling canyon jumpers. 

The Shamrocks had a computer at 


the finish to compute the scores but 
they. didn’t get all of them finsihed. 


"They did get some pretty low scores 


though. Carl Price looks like a pretty 
good bet for Sweepstakes with a score 
of -1! Curtis Crivelli and Wayne King 
both have -2 and are both Heavyweight 
A riders so we'll have to wait on that. 
Tom Patton is in at -2 Lightweight A. 
John Noor might get the Lightweight B 
honors with -3 and Ken Kledzik might 
get Heavyweight B with -4. But there 
are still a lot of cards to score so don’t 
make a new shelf for your trophies yet, 
guys. 

The Shamrocks had one whale of a 
lot of hassle putting on this run. They 
had to fill out all sorts of forms, attend 
a bunch of meetings, find several land 
owners whose property they were going 
to cross briefly, or pass near and they 
had to contact, through the Forest 
Service, several lease holders like that 
military bunch. They also had to post a 
$3,000 bond and they’ll have to do 
some trail repair work to get it back. 
One of their members, John Clausen, 
did most of the liason work putting in 
hours and hours of work of the 
thankless business type. But they’ve 
opened the way for other clubs to 
throw runs in the forest and found the 
contacts. It will be much easier from 
now on. They’ve improved the sport 
and we all owe them a great deal. 

Another fellow who never gets 
enough credit is Shamrock Bob Steffan. 
I understand that he was in charge of 
Public Relations on this run. He’s taking 
lessons from Spiro Agnéw and has 
developed a new news-media technique 
called Dart-Board diplomacy. 

The Forest Service here also deserves 
a word of thanks. They cooperated to a 
far greater extent than necesary. They 
suggested possible trails and spent many 
hours with the Shamrocks helping them 
to check out the trails and plan routes 
that would not damage the earth. They 
were on the site today and I heard 
rumor that they were even helping the 
riders at the gas check! Both the Forest 
Service and the Shamrocks seemed very 
pleased at the way things worked out 
and I for one hope that this kind of 
relationship can continue and grow, It'll 
mean better riding for all of us.

This article is not an attempt to 
explain handling. Its more of an 
attempt to explain why handling is so 
hard to explain. If anything, when 
you're done, you'll know why 
motorcycle riding is still more art form 
than science. Really, of all the 
man/machine relationships we have 
today, motorcycling is more akin to the 
early days of flying than anything else. 

Sure, the builders of the first aircraft 
understood why their creations 
SHOULD fly and even could come up 
with reams of detailed drawings and 
columns, of figures to support their 
theories. Yet getting one of the cranky 
contraptions to heave itself aloft and 
stay that way for a while — this was 
largely a seat-of-the-pants skill that was 
the exclusive domain of a few ‘natural’ 
flyers. It took a heavy injection of 
technology’ (and two wars) to make 
airplane design and airplane handling 
into exact sciences. Many of the REAL 
right answers didn’t begin to come until 
the engineers started asking the right 
questions — about a thing the 
technocrats now ċall “The Man/Machine 
Interface.’ 

Surprise! It’s the same way with 
motorcycles. For the beauty of it, we’re 
lucky nobody has successfully made a 
war machine out of a racing bike (or a 
sports car, for that matter). So 
high-performance _ riding/driving _ still 
remains fine art, and the only engineers 
really probing the matter are usually 
poverty-stricken enthusiasts with no 
access to free computer time. Much of 
what is the real truth of motorcycle 
riding lies embedded in the bones of the 
greatest living riders; and few if any 
have the intense technical training 
needed to translate their gut feelings 
into hard numbers. The average rider 
gets this thing of man and machine 
interacting with each other pounded 
into his head — by landing on it. Let’s 
look at a few cases in point: 

Ever wonder (while rubbing your 
bruises) how some European motocross 
stars manage to go so bloody fast with 
so little apparent effort, while the rest 
of us bust our humps at half the speed? 
I got an inkling of this a few years ago, 
when a dealer friend brought back some 
excellent film footage of the Houston 
Inter-Am to run in his shop projection 
booth. There was this one fast downhill 
stretch, whoop-de-doos with a badly 
rippled surface in between. You know, 
the kind that sets bikes and bods 
gyrating every which way. It really had 
many riders all over their machines, 
fighting just to stay on top. 

Then, along came Joel Robert on his 
CZ, cutting through the slower riders 
like a hungry shark through a school of 
herring. The first time I saw the footage, 
it was amazing. The second time, I 
noticed something. You could have 
drilled a steel rod through Robert’s 
Knees and the motorcycle; it wouldn’t 
have made any difference. The CZ was 
bucking like an untamed bronc, but 
Joel’s knees were pinpointed at the 
center of gyration. His arms were 
pumping away with the plunging 
handlebars, but the rest of his body was 
in a state of relative calm. 

Now — stop and think a minute. 

1.IF the footpegs had been placed 
anywhere but where they were; or. 

2.IF the front and rear spring and 
damping rates had been different; or, 

3. 1F Joel had not the correct stance 
on the motorcycle to place his knees at 
the exact center of gyration; or, 

4.1F this ‘gyrocenter’ had been at 
some place where Joel couldn’t possibly 
put his knees, Joel Robert would have 
been in as much trouble as everyone 
else. Now, what’s this prove? 

Joel Robert is a great rider. He knows 
intuitively how to ride fast over rough 
ground, and he has the freedom to tell 
the factory exactly how he wants his 
machine set up. But picture some poor 
bloody engineer (especially a non-rider) 
faced with trying to simulate Joel’s 
rough ride on a computer and coming 
up with specs for a suspension that 
would cope. 


The characteristics of the motorcycle 
and the ground are easy enough to hang 
numbers on, but what about Joel 
Robert? He’s more than 50% of what 
makes the system go. So somehow our 
erstwhile engineer has to measure Joel 
Robert (in whole and in part) to come 
up with a set of numbers describing a 
system of jointed beams connected by 
complex spring/damper combos that 
would (hopefully) represent Joels 
stance on the motorcycle. Speaking as 
an engineer, I can say — ‘Fergit it!’ It’s 
so much easier (and cheaper) to hire 
Robert, have him ride your bike and tell 
you the swing arm’s too short; the forks 
need LESS damping, not more; the 
footpegs need to be moved, the tank 
narrowed — ah here! and the 
handlebars a little wider. Yeah. That's 
exactly what Suzuki did (with 
commendable results), and it looks like 
Yamaha is getting into the act, also. 

Oh, yeah, keep in mind that the 
example I just cited was simply for a 
motocrosser going in a straight line; the 
rest of the performance envelope hasn’t 
been touched. 

Road bikes aren’t that simple, either. 
F’rinstance what do you do to lay a 
bike over into a corner; just lean — 
right? Part right. Y’see, at speed, you’re 
playing with a couple of gyroscopes. 
You know, those kid’s toys they use to 
make ICBM’s shoot straight. A spinning 
top is a gyro and so are the wheels of 
your motorcycle at any speed above a 
fast walk. (Which explains why a 
top-heavy bike gets more stable as the 
speed rises.) Now what a lot of folks 
don’t know is how a gyro reacts when 
you try to push it out of line. Try this. 
Take a bicycle wheel, grab the ends of 
the spindle, and hold it out in front of 
you, spinning in a ‘rolling forward’ 
direction. Now try to turn it left. You'll 
get a reaction out of it that’ll make it 
want to BANK (not turn) right. This 
always happens, and there’s a lot of 
hairy math that says why; but in a 
nutshell, a gyro always gives a reaction 
at 90 degrees to any twist put on it. 

Now make that bicycle wheel the 
front wheel of your motorcycle, set 
firmly between the forks. Letting your 
body ride with the machine, you put 
pressure into the handlebars as if to turn 
left. You'll get a reaction from the front 
wheel forcing the machine to bank. As 
long as you ride with it, not resisting 
that banking moment, and as long as 
you maintain that pressure on the bars, 
the machine will continue to crank over 
until you fall off. There’s one catch. 





Sometimes even our most earnest efforts, and 


While you’re maintaining this pressure 
on the handlebars as if to turn left, 
you’re actually turning the bars to the 
RIGHT, to track with the machine’s 
new curved path. (If you didn’t, the 
bike would track right out from under 
you.) 

So let’s recap. To lay your road bike 
into a right turn, you: 

1. Lean, hiking your body’s C.G. to 
the inside to get the motion going. 

2. Put a gentle LEFT turn pressure 
into the bars, forcing the front wheel to 
help lay you over. (Note that the rear 
wheel, being a gyro also, will RESIST all 
this.)

These ideas are pretty simple-minded, 
taken alone. But you do them all 
together in exactly the right measure, 
without even thinking.

The average motorcycle rider does at 
least three things to change direction, 
and the great ones probably do three or 
four more.

Here’s another, Going back to 
motocross and taking that gyroscopic 
precession thing with the front wheel. 
Now you can figure those crazy Roger 
DeCoster-style jumps with the bike all 
crossed up in mid-air. With both wheels 
off the ground, it makes little difference 
which way the front wheel is pointing 
(until you land) so DeCoster cranks the 
handlebars to the RIGHT, causing the 
machine to bank LEFT. When he lands, 
he’s all set up for that left-hander off 
the end of the jump, and properly 


crossed up, to boot. (Don’t you wish * 


you could do that without falling off?) 
One last one. You remember the flap

generated in this and other publications 
about the early Kawasaki Threes and 
their rather spacey handling? I saw one 
article in which a couple of astute 
California types tamed the Wild Kaw. 
by paying close attention to one simple 
engineering detail. Tolerances. They 
found that the factory-spec tolerance 
for the front fork sliders were too loose, 
as was the locating effect of the rubber 


swing-arm bush. So they now 
manufacture close-tolerance 
replacement parts to help the machine 
go where it’s pointed. 

I mention this example to prove 
something; namely that admen and 
marketing types can’t tell a foreign-born 
engineer how to specify parts that will 
assemble into a great motorcycle. The 
typical Japanese engineer often gets a 
distorted view of the American market 
and builds what he’s told to build. The 
end result often loses something in 
translation, This isn’t a new idea; but 
anyone who expects to build the Great 
American Motorcycle in Taiwan had 
better think about it. Because unless 
they hire Phil Read or Dick Mann or 
Barry Higgins to go to Taiwan with the 
right kind of prototype hardware and 
say, ‘Here, Mr. Chaing, copy THESE,’ 
the G.A.M. might better be built in 
America by Americans who ride. Or it'll 
be something less than great. 

Like I said earlier, it’s still more 
art-form than science; and like good art, 
it doesn’t translate very well through 
language (which is a symbol-forming 
mode of communication) or through 
numbers; only through feelings. Great 
riding is still every bit as much 
seat-of-the-pants as getting a Sopwith 
Camel to fly straight and level. You 
want to really understand motorcycle 
handling? First ride. Ride and become 
great. Then MAYBE — if you’ve got a 
good engineering background and are 
extremely articulate, you'll write that 
definitive book on the subject. Until 
then, guys like me will continue to fall 
off by day and peck away at the 
problem over a cool one at night. Little 
by little, we'll learn something.

Back to Ponderosa 


Whenever a would-be Southern 
California desert rider has been away 
from the scene for a while, there is no 
better way to get your bike and body 
back into shape than to ride the 
Ponderosa Hare Scrambles. Well, 
actually your bikewon’t be in any better 
shape but you'll find out what’s going 
to fall off before you get in a longer 
race. As anybody who’s been there well 
knows, the three nine-mile loops are a 
rough collection of sandy 
whoop-de-doos, fast rutted fire roads 
and dry lake, but, thank God, precious 
few rocks and just enough Joshua trees 
to keep you honest, 

The absence of a district desert point 
run was noticed at the Sunday race, 
which is oriented toward novices, 
normally. A fair proportion of expert 
and amateur number plates were evident 
on the starting line. These included Wes 
Anderson, Jr. who took first overall on 
his CZ riding for Otto’s. Wes ranks No. 
2 Desert Lightweight and really smoked 
the troops on his “day off”. Nobody 
was too upset, though, since the 50% 
trophies the Greyhounds give out let 
everybody have a shot at the brass if 
they don’t crash or break. 

Second in was K. Lohmeyer on a Bul 
with Mike Powers third in the Open 
class (every thing over 125cc). Mike was 
high finisher for the Saturday and 
Sunday races, with two thirds on his 
Montesa, and won a McHall full 
coverage helmet for his rides. First 125 
both days was Mike Lee, but he’d 
already won his helmet. Ron Wright 
took the Trailbike class on Sunday, 
pushing Saturday’s winner, Lee 
Caldwell, back to second. With the two 
days of racing, it’s possible to get the 
course sorted out and some of the 
regulars really fly. A rank novice, 
following the easiest track, is just as 
likely to trophy, however. 

Next month, June 3 and 4, marks the 
sixth anniversary of the Ponderosa Hare 
Scrambles. -That makes it almost an 
institution in the fast-changing world of 
two-wheeled competition. A lot of 
sponsored hot-shoes cut their teeth on 
the course in their greener days. The 
Brooks brothers, Cordis and Tom, were 
regulars. Old-timers tell the story of the 
match race between Tom Brooks, Sr. 
and J.N. Roberts some years back. Tom, 
Sr. won; then J.N. took the rematch. 
Tom Muto and Tom Clodt have been 
known to go head to head in more 
recent years. Wes Anderson, Sr. (Expert 
69T) tells of when Sunday’s winner, his 
son, first rode the Ponderosa. “Dad”, 
began the current Number Two 
lightweight, “‘they’re going too fast out 
there.” Which is exactly the way a lot of 
people felt about him on Sunday.

Roloff Roars at SB

SOUTH BAY SPEEDWAY, April 30, 
1972 — Earl Roloff of Spring Valley, 
riding for Imperial Beach Yamaha, ran 
to victories in the 125 Sporting Rider 
TT and the 250cc professional TT, and 
was leading in another before taking a 
spectacular spill to spotlight the 
California Motor Racing Enterprises’ 
double points program held at the very 
fast South Bay Speedway. 

Roloff, only 15 years old, won the 
125 Sporting Rider TT with one first 
and two seconds in the three motos to 
take the top spot in points. Sal Peluso, 
riding a Don Vesco Yamaha, took 
second in the points with two firsts and 
an eighth, in which Sal’s engine went 
sour, Bob Gregor, aboard a Yamaha, 
finished in the number three position in 
the event. 

Earl then came back in the 250 
professional TT to grab the victory for 
his third career win as a pro. Roloff ran 
second behind John Apple from the 
start before passing Apple, 
Bultaco-mounted, in the straight and 
into the first turn on lap number four, 
and went on for a well-deserved victory. 
Capturing the third spot was Mark 
Barbani, on a Yamaha. 

In the most exciting race of the day, 
the 250 flat track, Apple took the lead 
early with Roloff and Barbani second 
and third, respectively. Apple continued 
to lead for the first two laps before 
Roloff squeeked by in the straight and 
began to pull away from the field. But 
Apple and Barbani were still right 
behind Earl on the sixth lap, then 
Barbani zipped past Apple to take over 
second. Barbani then began pressing 
Roloff for the top spot, but Earl held 
Mare off. Then Roloff pulled away 
going into lap number nine and into the 
first turn. Barbani again closed the gap, 
and Marc hit Earl’s rear wheel, spinning 
Roloff around flying off his bike. The 
race was then halted after nine laps 
because of the possibility of further 
injuries to the other riders. The win 
went to Barbani with Apple second. 
Scott Marshall, ridmg a K & 
Motorcycles Kawasaki, nailed down the 
third spot. 

Ward Ring, aboard a South Bay 
Motorcycles Triumph, collected 
victories in the Open Class TT and 
half-mile flat track events to extend his 
lead in the CMRE Open class point race. 
Ring captured two first places and a 
fourth in the three motos in the Open 
TT. Tom Worfolk, Suzuki-mounted, 
placed second with a first, a second, and 
a fourth. Rich Ribley, riding a Norton, 
finished in third place. 

Ring and Worfolk battled back and 
forth in the Open class half-mile flat 
track with Ward finally pulling away at 
the checkered flag. Jan Mitchell, aboard 
a Yamaha, came in third. 

The California Motor Racing 
Enterprises will be moving to evening 
races beginning May 14th. The pits will 
open at 3 p.m. Practice gets underway 
at 4:30 p.m. The first race begins at 6 
p.m.

Trojan has its own show

SOUTH GATE, CAL., April 27, 1972 — 
Trojan Speedway will never be another 
Ascot, but you can’t dispute the action 
provided by the TRC riders on the 
fifth-mile clay oval. There is no big 
money at stake, but there is no denying 
even by those of motorcycle racing 
authority, that this club always seems to 
perform like it’s running for one of the 
largest purses in the West Coast.

Crecelius spilled on the first lap 
mid-way on the south turn and avoided 
possible injury when Hopkins’ quick 
reflexes prevented contact with the 
fallen rider by taking a wide sweep to 
the outside. The field was restarted, and 
once again any of the front four riders 
would have been nominated for best 
performance of the night by their 
determined efforts to please the crowd. 

In winning both the 100 TT and FT 
Mains, Sanders and his Kawasaki, led 
every lap while challenged by Goade 
(Kaw) in both events. Goade finished 
second as Sanders proved to a small and 
disappointing crowd that- he still 
dominates this class, 

Individual top performances were too 
numerous to mention, but one of the 
most outstanding was Crecelius (Yam) 
who is sponsored by _ Draco’s 
Motorcycles, in winning the 125 TT 
Main over top ranked Sanders. They say 
that the mark of a top rider is how well 
he performs while under pressure. Well 
then, no one knows better than Sanders 
on how really to pressure a rider out of 
position, but every once in a while 
comes a rider that can handle this 
pressure, Tonight it was Crecelius. Not 
only did Crecelius defeat Sanders, the 
defending 125 champion, but Bob 
Brown (Yam) winner of this event the 
last two times out who finished third.

VIENNA-SITTENDORF, AUSTRIA, 
April 23, 1972 — Battling through the 
muck at a steady and consistent pace, 
American Motocross Team captain 
Brian Kenney finished well in two 40 
minute heats to earn 11th overall in the 
Austrian 500cc Motocross Grand Prix 
held on a picturesque course in the 
heart of the Vienese woods. 

Two Californians, Bob Grossi and 
Mark Blackwell rode in the mudbath 
under sponsorship from Husqvarna but 
they floundered in a sea of misfortune 
and retired after the first heat. 

The course was built on a grassy hill 
with many off-camber turns and steep 
hilly sections strewn with rocks and 
rubble. After a week of intermittent 
rain the ground was soaked and on race 
day the rain and knobbies whipped the 
mud into pancake batter. 

A huge uphill made of mud and loose 
rocks. gave trouble to even the best 
riders including Suzuki works rider 
Roger DeCoster who won both motos 
after racing briefly with Willi Bauer in 
the first heat and Bengt Aberg in the 
second, 

The day of racing began on an 
off-key note when the Austrian 
organizers started the first heat eight 
minutes early without checking the 
starting list. Aberg, Andy Roberton and 
several other riders including all three 
Americans missed the start and chased 
after the pack from more than half a lap 
behind. 

For Mark Blackwell, who was riding 
only his fourth mud race, the day came 
to a close when his brake locked on a 
slick downhill and he was pitched over 
the handlebars, Mark was unhurt but his 
Husky’s forks and fork clamps were 
bent beyond a quick repair. 

Northern Californian Bob Grossi who 
is more accustomed to racing in the 
mud, continued to circulate but his 
ignition watered out and he was running 
with only half an engine. Bob finished 
22nd in the first heat but despite the 
best efforts of Mark, Bob and team 
coach Rolf Tibblin, the bike died on the 
line and failed to start the second heat. 

Brian Kenney, who now rides a Maico 
after a mix-up about. his Yamaha 
sponsorship, kept his scooter moving 
and despite a couple of excursions into 
the rough, he persevered to finish 11th 
in the first race and 14th in the second. 

Willie Bauer, the Maico rider from 
Germany, led the opening laps but 
DeCoster cut a trail through the goo and 
slipped into the lead after a few 
minutes. Christer Hammargren on a 
standard looking Yamaha held third for 
a while but he later dropped back to 
ninth. Adolph Weil was running in 
fourth but he called it quits at the 
half-way point because of mud in his 
eyes. 

After Hammargren and Weil dropped 
out, Vlastimil Valek took over third on 
a Jawa that looked like he built it 
himself in the back of the van on the 
way from Czechoslovakia. Behind Valek 
was another Czech, Jiri Stodulka, riding 
a works CZ, 

On the first lap, Ake Jonsson took 
two tries to climb the big slick uphill so 
he had to work his way up from almost 
last to sixth at the finish of the first 
heat. Ex-World champ Paul Friedrichs 
broke his CZ’s brake pedal somewhere 
in the first race and packed it in for the 
day. 

In. the second heat Aberg made no 
mistake about being’on the starting line 
and after the first lap he was in the lead 
by 200 yards ahead of DeCoster, Bauer, 
Jonsson and Husky teammate Mikkola. 

Aberg didn’t have things going his 
way however, and in three laps 
DeCoster made up the lost ground and 
took over the race. Aberg continued to 
fall way back as a result of a couple of 
get-offs and a watered out engine. 

Ake Jonsson passed Willie Bauer and 
then DeCoster and Jonsson lapped the 
enitre field including Bauer who 
finished third. 

Stodulka was a lap ahead of Husky 
rider Andy Roberton and Mikkola, who 
seemed to have a lot of trouble in the 
mud, was scored sixth in the second 
race. 

Kenney’s finish gets the American 
effort off to a good start in the 1972 
G.P. season and when fate deals 
Blackwell and Grossi a better hand the 
potential is there to wake up a lot of

In doing so he grabbed 
the first win for the Harley-Davidson 
brand this year on the reliable 900cc 
Sportster model twin that has been 
dominating the Ascot TT races for the 
past two years. 

Mark now has won the famous event 
three of the past four years and only a 
spill in the heat race two years ago has 
perhaps kept him from making it four in 
arow. 

In time trials he broke his own one 
lap track record, taking the time down 
from 45:00 to a new record low of 
44:87. Rookie Gary Scott was second 
fastest on the Triumph, John Hateley 
was third on a Triumph. The 1970 
winner, Mert Lawwill, clocked fourth 
best on his Harley. 

Brelsford then breezed to a heat race 
win, eight seconds faster than the next 
best win turned in by Scott. Cal 
Rayborn upset a field of TT riders to 
win the third heat with the slowest of 
the three heats. 

Typical Ascot action for National 
events started early. In practice Skip 
Van Leeuwen and Bob Bailey met on a 
turn. Both went down and Bailey went 
out with a separated shoulder that 
required an operation a few hours later 
at the local Gardena hospital. 

Then Kenny Roberts blew an engine 
and the National point leader had to 
quickly “Borrow” a machine from 
Junior, Gary Lozano. Rank has benefits 
as it kept Roberts in the show while 
Lozano watched from the sidelines. 

Time trials were rough on more than 
one good racer with Jimmy Odom, 
Sonny Burres, Don Emde, Jim Cotto 
Chuck Palmgren and Al Kenyon faili 
to gain a spot in one of the three Expert 
heat races.

Yamaha is the only brand to win more 
than once this year. Brelsford has now 
closed to within less than 50 points on 
Kenny Roberts for the Grand National 
point lead. 

The Junior class found a mixture of 
first and second year Junior class riders 
and once again the experience appeared 
to pay off as half of the 14-lap Main 
event was made up of riders who were 
Juniors in 1971. 

Joe Brown, the Houston Astrodome 
Junior TT winner, won the heat 
third row t and then the final, and 
the only rider that appeared to have a 
chance to beat him was y Caldwell, 
who fell off leading Brown most of the 
way in the heat race. 

Three and four riders took shots at 
the front spot in the final the first half 
of the race. Then Brown and his 
Yamaha got the lead and started to pull 
away for the win. 

Rick Newby, another second year 
Junior, and first year Junior Larry Gino 
battled the last half of the race for 


second with Gino taking the position. 
Both riders were Triumph mounted, 
lowa’s Steve Droste and Arizona’s 
John Sellars were the only out-of-staters 
to make the final. Sellers finished last 
and Droste, the Colorado Junior winner, 
dropped back to eighth after his engine 
soured at the halfway point in the 
event. 
Brown now becomes the first Junior 
to win two finals at a National event. 
The Junior class appears to be wide 
open tł year as no one rider has 
dominated in any of the races to date. 
Brelsford took home $2,000 for the 
heat race and Main event win. He then 
picked up additional money in 
contingency awards from several other 
firms including Cycle News ($50). 
he next National at Ascot is the half 
mile event in September. Ascot now 
returns to half mile racing every Friday 
night with all, or most, of the riders 
expected for this coming Friday due to 
an open date on the National schedule.

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HISTORY'S BIGGEST MOTOCROSS 


Ib. GS Products CZ has one-

TWIN FALLS, IDAHO, May 6 & 7, 
1972 — There were fifty races, nearly 
700 racers and a whopping $25,000 — 


gallon gas tank under huge seat. 
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the richest motocross purse ever, the 
best motocrossers in the United States, 
and there was Evel Knievel, 
uncharacteristically humble in his role

as a promoter, taking a back seat to the 
bravery on parade around the base of 
his Snake Canyon launch pad. 

James Weinert, a New Yorker known 
to some of his Eastern fans as “Knobby 
Nuts,” won the unofficial (but real) title 
of National Number One by vanquishing 
Gary Jones in the 250cc Expert final for 
10% of the purse. Gary then followed 
some of Weinert’s lines to win the same 
amount. beating the entire 500 Expert 
field: 

All the big names were there except 
Bob Grossi and Mark Blackwell, who are 
currently racing in Europe, and Jack 
Penton who was probably winning an 
enduro somewhere for his father, The 
Factory. 

Sixteen-year-old Greg Robertson of 
Southern California defeated famous 
Brad Lackey on identical 125cc CZ’s, 
establishing himself as a new luminary 
among the motocross stars. 

* * * 

Even though the course was 
super-smooth and fast for motocross, 
Weinert managed to destroy his rear 
wheel in the first qualifying moto. He 
races hard and if the equipment breaks, 
he figures, like Knievel, that the fault 
lies with the manufacturer, So lining up 
for the final qualifier, it was do-or-die 
for the likeable young champion. 

Getting off to his usual awful start, 
Weinert came away second-to-last. D. 
Kaufman led it, followed by T. Croft, J. 
DeSoto and D. Fuller (Calif. Moto-sport 
Club likes initials). Those four left the 
rest of the pack behind like unhitched 
trailers, all except Mr. Weinert. By lap 
four he is up to second already, carving 
through the train on a track all his own. 
Weinert rides with seldom more than 
one wheel touching ground, and it’s 
always driving. Gad, DeSoto loses a 
footpeg while third and Mike Runyard, 
excuse, M. Runyard, zaps the Suzuki. 

Weinert passes Kaufman, both men 
lashing their Yamahas like chariot 
horses neck and neck, heading for the 
money line, It’s knobby by a nose! 

That puts Weinert in the Final, where 
for once he gets a decent start only to 
have B. Lackey and J. Pomeroy move 
him over rather abruptly, hips thrusting 
in the hairpin turn. It is savage racing. 
The size of the prize makes men vicious. 
Robertson, the 125 winner of the day 
before, goes down and gets 
centerpunched. Maybe it was the dust. 

The race roars on with G. Jones and 
the Yamaha leading. Jones, Lackey, 
Pomeroy and Weinert force around the 
course as a tight, snarling wad, spitting 
dirt on some 4,000 spectators. Even the 
announcer picks up on what is 
happening. After 20 minutes of the 
half-hour moto they are lapping the fast 
guys! Lackey gains suddenly, passes 
Jones, then incredibly drops it! One 
more lap, Weinert has the lead, He is the 
one, 

Only the 500 Final remains to be run, 
J. DeSoto is the favorite for it is a 
Suzuki-type course: heavy on the 
horsepower and never mind the 
handling. At the green flag DeSoto 
snaps to the lead with our friend G. 
Jones on the big Yamaha right behind. 
There is very much dust. DeSoto reels 
the horses out, disappearing from the 
tired,determined Jones brother. In five 
minutes Lackey has overtaken Jones but 
B. soon falls back behind the onslaught 
of R. Hershey. Trying to get back at the 
leaders, Lackey collides with a spectator 
crossing the course. He throws the CZ

of his Skycycle Harley-Davidson. Fueled 
by alcohol and Tumwater (which 
happen to be the chief ingredients of 
Olympia beer), the jet roared steam 
some 200 yards out of its tail.

Joe Parkhurst has this silver yo-yo. “It’s real silver, 
too!” says he. Sometimes he just walks around his 
office yo-yo-ing. It would appear that he should have 
other things to do. 

Does he walk around the office yo-yo-ing to relieve 
the myriad tensions of the rich executive who is 
pressed with life-or-death decisions day after day? 

No. I guess he likes to walk around the office 
yo-yo-ing because he likes to play with a yo-yo. 
Yo-yos are fun, like motorcycles and Ferraris and 
other toys. Joe couldn’t get the yo-yo working at one 
particular moment. String was bad. It would have 
made a great photograph, though. 

I first called Joe Parkhurst about a month after he 
closed a deal with Columbia Broadcasting Systems. 
He was paid a reported $5,000,000 for “Cycle 
World”, was given a vice-president’s title, and was 
allowed to remain at his publishing duties. When I 
mentioned all. that to him on the phone, he 
aw-shucksed a “Gee, I’m very happy about that!” 
And when I told him Cycle News would like an 
interview he pshawed, a “Golly, Pm really 
flattered!” 

First meeting with Joe Parkhurst. was at the Fleur 
de Lis, a swank little night club in Laguna Beach. The 
Mojo Men, a “mongrel rock” group which includes 
Joe Parkhurst on the drums and Dan Hunt, “Cycle 
World” senior editor, as organist, has been playing 
there for some time and when Joe Parkhurst noticed 
that the owner wasn’t happy with the establishment, 
he decided to buy it. 

First person you see when entering the Fleur was, 
interestingly, Joe Parkhurst, His back is to you and he 
cradles a couple of drum sticks while ra-ta-thumping 
the percussion complex that surrounds him. He is a 
serious musician. Head turned to the side, he glances 
suspiciously at each particular instrument before 
giving it a solid whack and lets his face reflect 
occasional pride after that certain riff. In the 
meantime his ears lean toward’s Hunt's direction, 
listening for various cues, 

I sat down and wondered what to order. I’m not 
fond of mixed drinks and I felt beer might be a bit 
gauche for such a swanky place. A waitress set a heap 
of popcom in front of me so I ordered beer. 

After the Mojo Men’s set was over Joe Parkhurst 
sat down and I joined him. I didn’t have to pay for 
any more drinks after that. 

He pointed out all the things he didn’t like about 
the club. The paintings were bad, the lamps weren’t 
right. Et cetera. As expected, even with a 
nearly-empty club (it was a Monday night) Joe 
Parkhurst was surrounded by friends, much like his 
drum set, and everyone was laughing and carrying on 
with one another and having a jolly time. 

All this time I kept thinking to myself, “Wow, this 
is Joe Parkhurst!” and “Gee, this is Joe Parkhurst!” I 
thought of all those exotic motorcycles he brought 


‘through the pages of “Cycle World” and all those 


incredibly articulate mathmatical formulae about 
braking forces on off-camber corners. And I and 
hundreds of thousands of bike fans everywhere 
approved of it so much that we happily helped him 
buy this night club, the drums, and a whole lot of 
other things. 

When the night ended Joe Parkhurst busied himself 
tearing down the heavy music equipment and hauling 
it to the back storeroom. At one point he stopped, 
pointed at my shoes, and said, “Say those are nice. 
Where can I get some like that?” Embarrassed, I told 
him he didn’t want any like these because they only 
cost 20 bucks. 


Fhe Bond-Parkhurst-Bond offices are located on a 
bluff overlooking Pacific Coast Highway in Newport 
Beach. The plush, glass, two-story building houses 
two major magazines, “Road & Track” and “Cycle 
World”. There are wide halls with expensive, 
well-executed paintings, real live green plants, and a 
good number of attractive females scurrying about 
with papers in hand. 

Joe Parkhurst’s office is in the far corner of the 
building removed further from the receptionist’s desk 
by a flight of stairs. I had inadvertantly decided to 
visit Joe Parkhurst on deadline -day. On this deadline 
day we were able to spend the whole morning talking 
about this and that and the other thing. 

Joe Parkhurst’s office is carefully littered with 
expensive and functional merchandise like electric 
pencil sharpeners, a Bushnell monoculor aimed in the 
direction of Catalina Island, an ultra-modernistic 
stereo system that quietly plays middle-of-the-road 
pop all day, a highly-detailed model of his Ferrari, 
and a glass case with 40 or 50 plastic bike models and 
other artifacts. A Joel Robert poster and a Jody 
Nicholas photo grace the wall and, unlike most 
big-time motorcycle execs, you can’t find any 
pictures of himself to prove his two-wheeled talents. 

He gets excited about everything he talks about. 
Like Saddleback Park. He talked about parking 


problems, bureaucratic hassles, future developments,

He must have spent hundreds of hours talking about 
the same things before but this morning he still was 
fascinated by it all. 

Joe Parkhurst got excited about this book. It was a 
beautiful book, a giant volume of masterful 
photographs and text about the sport, published in 
Europe. “It costs $40 over there so I can’t Sell it here. 
I would like to put together something like it over 
here. I think it would sell. Don’t you?” 

The library shelf contained virtually every book on 
motorcycles published (one would assume) and some 
memorabilia. There was the original helmet painted in 
the now-popular “stars and stripes” model. Joe 
Parkhurst looked proud. In 1965, he said, “Cycle 
World” was sending a team to the Isle of Man, 
including Gordon Jennings, Donny Vesco, and Buddy 
Perriott. “Gordon was my Technical Editor at the 
time and he convinced me he was a road racer. I 
found he wasn’t at Daytona.” As for the IOM, the 
“Cycle World” threat never materialized since the TT 
was postponed that year, 

I asked him what he does for a living. He smiled (as 
a matter of fact, I can’t remember when he didn’t 
have a smile of one sort or another), “Well my title is

publisher of ‘Cycle World’. I operate that which 
concerns business. 1 do a little photography 
occasionally. Dan [Hunt] likes my work. 1 also like 
promoting. the Cycle World shows and races.

There were occasional interruptions. The phone 
rings and Joe Parkhurst snatches the receiver with one 
hand and a pencil with the other. Reflexes. 

1 wondered why he didn’t have any pictures of 
himself on the wall. “Gee, I never thought of that,” 
said Joe Parkhurst. ‘I don’t like to put myself in the 
magazine. When we do it’s so you can’t recognize me. 
Did you see ‘Motorcyclist’ this week? Bob Greene has 
his picture in there 16 times.” With that he reached in 
a lower drawer of his desk and fished out an old 
manila folder. “Sure, I have some pictures of me 
riding”. He pulled out old contacts st dated from 
1948 but he never found any ready-to-go 
eight-by-tens of him riding a. motorcycle. 
“Son-of-a-gun. I thought for sure I had some. It’s 
been a long time since I’ve looked in here.” 

He showed me all the happy workers. The CW art

GARDENA, CAL., May 5, 1972 — The 
Ascot edition of Don Brymer’s Yamaha 
Gold Cup series saw newly emerged 
Ascot dominator Dave Aldana take 
home most of the gold and end up 
autographing the most programs.

Just as the front 
three runners lapped the last riders, the 
checkered came out and that was the 
end of this year’s Gold Cup at Ascot. At 
the finish, it was a smiling, bouncing 
Aldana, Scott, Ron Moore and Kenny 
Roberts, with John Hateley rounding 
out the top five. Three of the top four 
were first year Experts. All were 
household names among racing fanatics 
except maybe for Ron Moore. After an 
llth in the Colorado Mile amidst some 
very powerful competition and a close 
third Friday night, Ron could be 
another rookie to watch.

Now, nearly a week later, I still can Pt 
believe it. If you were there you know 
what I mean. I’m glad it wasn’t a 
District race. If you read the LA TImes 
account of the event they did a 100 
percent job of doing us in. Thanks 
Times. May all your rabbits die! (Old 
English curse). But hurray for 
KABC-TV’s Keith Jackson. After his 
comments on the race he also said 
something to the effect that it was a 
pity that a few bums could give all 
motorcyclists a bad name. Thank you 
sir, we need all the help we can get! 
Especially from reporters such as 
yourself, who find out what the facts 
are before spouting out either in print 
or over the air. 

Maico’s Frank Cooper and I had a 
long talk Sunday about the race. 
Contrary to what some people think 
there’s never been any conflict between 
myself and Maico or their riders. I’m 
sorry I’ve never had the chance to even 
talk to Maico’s number one, Jeff Sexton 
as I was out of the scene so much last 
year,..but I’m getting off course. Frank, 
who was one of the small teams who 
handled Catalina, had some comments 
on the Elsinore event that I thought 
were excellent and told him with thanks 
that I was going to print some of them 
which related to the safety of the riders 
and that’s what matters, the rider. 

For instance, at the end of that long 
pit straight there should have been some 
type of an escape road set up. As Frank 
pointed out, should a rider lose his 
brakes or a chain at full speed towards 
the end of that run it wouldn’t be very 
healthy. A large wall of hay still hurts 
when you crash into it full bore! 1 know 
crowd control would be awful under 
such a situation but the Gripsters 
managed one year maybe more (I can’t 
remember) to have an escape road. | 
stood there and watched the 
proceedings. It worked fine — and was 
used, too! A couple of large cops and 
some real motorcycle people can handle 
any of the other breed who tend to 
stand in stupid places. How about 
sealing off the whole darn town and 
limiting people to those who have 
definite interest in the race? It could be 
done. 

Entries should be limited too. There 
were just too many bikes for the safety 
of the riders. The starts were a 
nightmare and although everyone on the 
line worked like Trojans, the animals 
couldn’t be kept at bay. It was the first 
Elsinore where I couldn’t stand and 
watch the start, 

Flaggers came under scrutiny too. 
There just weren’t enough. Now for a 
$15 entry fee a rider should be able to 
rely on the fact that there are enough 
flagmen. On a race of that magnitude, 
too many could hardly be enough. I’m 
proud to say I saw many of our District 
riders in club colors manning turns 
“because there wasn’t anyone there and 
we've got our guys out there.” Ray 
Bierman, one of our favorite people for 
years was in club colors -in_ the 
downtown section Saturday but on 
Sunday said he’d had it helping out.

TRAIL PATROL FORMS 


How very timely was your recent 
column on needing a trail patrol. Two 
weeks ago, we, the volunteer patrol at 
one of our local motorcycle parks, had 
our initial meeting to form, hopefully, 
the genesis of a national patrol service. 

Our immediate goals are: 

1.To form our patrol ‘as_ the 
best-equipped, knowledgeable and 
most efficient of any park patrol. 
2, To initiate safety service to the 
customers, unique to any park. 
3.To provide safe and sane 
guidance and schooling, and yet 
maintain the fun and feedom of 
riding. 

4. After we have worked out the 
kinks and blocks, to make this 
service available to other parks. 

5. Hopefully then, to expand 
nationally. 

Our criteria for our men will be: A. 
Current Red Cross First Aid Card, B 
Dirt riding experience, C. Maturity (not 
age), D. Instructor(s) to teach beginning 
and intermediate riding skills, and E. 
Sufficient number of patrolmen to 
cover the areas, 

Having had some experience with the 
ski patrol back in the 50’s, and being an 
avid skiier, as well as motorcycle buff, I 
would like to copy as much of this fine 
group’s experience as we can. 

The local motorcycle parks seem to 
be the place to start this idea, especially, 
when you consider some of the parks’ 
attitudes to their customers concerning 
safety and service. 

Also, like the ski patrol, who serve 
only at private areas, this would seem to 
be the logical starting point for 
organization. 

I’m not sure that anyone could ever 
organize a patrol service to cover the 
tremendous areas of public riding that is 
done, 

Another area of concern to our patrol 
is to educate the public as to what the 
patrol is all about. It is not a service to 
supply plugs, tools, and flat tire service 
five miles from a parking area, for 
instance. 

Our group would be more than happy 
to discuss our plans or ideas in detail, at 
any mutually-convenient time, with 
anyone.

know what’s happening to street riders. 
After all they’re really a little strange 
out there with all those cars, right? And 
the street riders don’t want to be 
associated with us because we're messy 
and ecologically impure. And all of us 
have a massive inferiority complex. 
We’ve been told that we’re bad, bad, 
bad, and baby, do we ever believe it. 

Last week a fellow named Monte 
Brewer came in to see me at Cycle News 
to ask for some help. He’s fighting a 
good fight. He got himself arrested 
trying to ride his Honda Four in O'Neil 
Park. Now he wants to carry the fight 
through the courts and get the law 
repealed. I thought it was a great idea 
and promised to help him raise some 
money for the legal fees. Now, in a rival 
paper Brewer is quoted as saying, 
“Were not trying to open county parks 
to off-road bikes. I’m against that as 
much as anyone else.” He wants my 
help? Me, a trail rider? Not with that 
attitude. Hey, baby, we all Chinese, dig? 

Thats just one example of the 
identity crisis that we all are facing. 
Who are our natural allies? Off-road 
riders often feel more kinship to 
4-wheel drive people than to road 
motorcyclists. Road cyclists like to 
equate themselves with car drivers. 
Manufacturers would like to equate 
motorcycles, dunecycles, snowmobiles 
and anything else they can dream up. 
But all of these artificial groupings tend 
to divide us and eventually to lead us 
into separate but equal traps. 

Let us formulate a small prayer to be 
recited before every meal for the next 
six months. A motorcycle has two 
wheels and only two wheels. Anyone 
who rides a motorcycle is a motorcyclist 
and an offense against one of us is an 
offense against all. It’s not original but 
it does give us an identity that we can 
live with, 

Somehow or other we’re going to 
have to convince ourselves that it is 
worthwhile to get involved in a little 
political type action and then do it. I 
know all the arguments. This is a hobby. 
If I have to start working at it, I'll find a 
new hobby, etc. Fine. Do Jit. But for 
most of us it’s more than a hobby. 
When you work on your bike every 
night of the week so you can ride it on 
the weekends, it’s more than a hobby. 
It’s a part of your lifestyle and it’s

worth working for. We have a lot of 
organizations and we tend to think that 
they will protect us. Not so. The AMA 
and the MIC are both business. owned 
and operated, They may do some good 


things, but only when it’s good for 
business. You don’t believe me? 
Motorcyclists every where are 
overwhelmingly against helmet 


legislation. This is a legislation that’s 
easy to beat, all it takes is money. 
Neither the AMA nor the MIC has put 
up’ a red cent. to fight ~ this 
MOTORCYCLIST’s fight. And we've 
lost everywhere. There’s no profit in 
beating helmet legislation and so the 
AMA and MIC don’t care. 

There are other organizations that are 
primarily competition oriented. These 
may get involved in something that 
directly affects them, but not otherwise.

TUNING THE LATE MODEL 
BSA TWIN 


As progress marches on throughout 
the world, the motorcycle industry 
moves along with it as is evident in the 
new BSA twins. They are actually 
making it easier and quicker for the 
mechanic to time the machine by 
getting together with the Lucas people 
who manufacture the electrics for their 
machines. They have come up with 
some very advanced changes. 

First, they have 
condensers from the contact plate and 
changed the plate so that each set of 
contacts may be brought into time 
individually without changing the point 
gap. They have also installed permanent 
timing marks on the rotor and chaincase 
cover so it is now possible to set the 
ignition timing with a timing light. If 
you have one of these new models, here 
are a few tips to follow if you are 
planning on tuning yourself.

Emde led the 250’s from start tat: 


finish with Howard Lynggard and John 
Green a few seconds down quibbling 
over second. Lynggard on a factory 
Yamaha was in second for the entire 
race except for about half a lap when 
Green got past him, 

There was a large field of Open GP 
machinery, and Emde did it again on 
another Mel Dinersen Yamaha, and 
again he was chased unsuccessfully by 
Green and Lynggard. This time Green 
came out in front of Lynggard’s factory 
Yamaha as did Jim Evans. The first rider 
at the flag that wasn’t on a 350 Yamaha 
was Bob Endicott on a BSA 750-3. His 
spiffy style gave him sixth overall to get 
the Open class trophy and prize helmet. 
Just behind him was William Judkins on 
a 500 Kawasaki. 

We were watching the Open GP event 
in the fast esses. There is a dip in there 
that isn’t even visible, but at 110 or so it 
will put you into a rocking, lurching, 
galloping wobble. The better riders look 
smooth, but some of the less 
experienced fellows come out with eyes 
as big as their number plates and a line 
that looks like it was laid down by a 
drunken three-legged giraffe. One fellow 
on a 350 Yamaha shot off-course, hit 
the road that runs across the infield, got 
airborne, landed front wheel first, then 
rode back on course. Ever try motocross 
at 100 with clip-ons, road racing tires, 
and a fairing? Ever try road racing with 
a square front wheel? 

As usual Bob Endicott won the Open 
Production race, and as usual he was 
chased by Dick Kilgroe. The only palce 
that was disputed was third. Reg 
Pridmore and Bob Harrington were 
keeping close company until Harrington 
dropped it in turn two. With that out of 
the way Pridmore burbled his Bee-em 
home for third. 

There was some discussion after the 
race about the fact that the leaders were 
running 19-inch rear wheels. It’s against 
the rules, you see. No one was 
threatening to protest or anything, it 
was just brought up. There are two sides 
to the question. It is in the spirit of 
production racing (“keep it cheap”) to 
forbid as many changes as possible. On 
the other hand, road racing or 
high-speed tires are a good idea. The 
problem is that they have such a low 
profile that, if fitted to the 18-inch 
wheel, they have a very unfortunate 
effect on ground clearance. It’s a sticky 
question. 

The sidecars ran last, which is a good 
idea since they lay down rubber as they 
slide around the turns, thereby making 
the course slicker for the motorcycles. 
The Norton of Pridmore and Green 
(there’s a switch for you — riding a 
BMW solo and a Norton in sidecar) ran 
and hid from the competition, if you 
want to call it that. There were some 
dices back in the pack. Bob Braverman, 
the head honcho at “Cycle Guide”, had 
his neat-looking project trike out but 
didn’t come around after the second 
lap. 

Although several riders were able to 
get around it, the rule against riding the 
same bike in production and GP events 
is still in effect. The rule is just plain 
bad. A lot of riders spend a lot of time 
and money getting to a race and it is 
cruel and unusual to only let them race 
in one event, It’s an AMA rule and the 
AFM is trying to get it changed. The 
theory that the production bikes are so 
slow that they present a hazard to faster 
GP bikes is disproven by riders like 
Endicott who win both events on the 
same bike. In the meantime, if you are 
sneaky, you can race in both classes by 
telling them that you have two bikes. 
Maybe the merger with the AMA wasn’t 
such a good idea.

Beside DeFeo’s win, other riders mounted 
on the Eagle MX ran 4th, 5th, 
6th and 7th in the 250cc class, 
and 2nd and 4th in the Open 
class. Not bad for a brand new tire.
